It is not” difficult to get up at an unearthly 
hour of the morning when you are bonnd on a 
long and interesting journey. My packing was 
done : the excellent Pietro refused to hear a 
word of my bill till I returned from Ma’A~. 
“And when you come back,” he added, “you will 
please tuke off all your clothes before you 
come into the hotel, and I will have a bath 
made ready for you.” “Is it as bad as that ?” 
quoth I, but Pietro held up his hands with a 
gesture in which pity for my ignorance and 
abhorrence of the conditions of travel in’ a 
troop train were sublimely blended. Then I 
got into an arabiya and dtove off. 

A good many of my readers must have seen 
Damascns, so I will spare them aby description 
of my drive. | passed through a variety of 
bazaars which Marray and Baedeker have made 
celebrated, and saw many of the types which 
every self-respecting traveller seas. Circassians, 
Drures, Kurds, Israelites, Bedawin, and the 
“shy Bedawin women’ stealing along with their 
tattooed faces uncovered.” —I quote somebody's 
gaide book from memory,—who seemed to me 
to be no more shy than the good ladies who 
accompany gipsy Caravans at home, 

Eventually 1 arrived at the station, and. 
here ‘I ‘realised for the first time what the 
Hedjaz line was. There was no platform 
here. and no sort_of order whatever. All sorts 
of boxes and bales lay about in the sand 
and all sorts of officials in uniforms gesti- 
culated and bellowed. In the station shed 
gome fifteen persons surrounded an Effendi 


‘who wrote the tickets out. ‘Tickets, as we 


know them, are not to be found on the 
Hamidié-Hedjaz line, and you get instead a 
paper with your destination and a number of 
other particulars scrawled on it by the booking- 
office clerk. My turn came at last and 1 asked 
for Ma’an. An awkward panse followed; but a 
letter—the letter—was in my pocket, I drew it 
ont, Iam afyaid with the same gestare with 
whieh the hero of the ‘Family Herald” roman 
oes draws hig revolver and redaces the villain | 
tg an impotent and raging silence, and in two 
minutes | had my ticket and was preparing to 
board the train. 7 3 
There were farther difficulties to surmount. 
Portera do not abound on the Hedjaz line; one 
individyal whom I asked to help me with my 
camp—bed and packs, said with ‘some heat 
that, he was asergeant, at which ] was pro- 
perly abashed. : 
_ At this moment the carriages of the Railway 
Commission came bumping up to the station. 
Mr. Meissner the Director in Chief of the 
Constraction of the whole line, whom I had al- 
ready met and admired, hastened to invite me 
to accompany the Commission which was bound 
for Deraa and, after mildly upbraiding me for 
bringing no. servant, handed my baggage over 
to an orderly, and presented’ me. to the Os- 
manli members of the Commission H. E. Raif 
Pasha, Marshal and Chief of the Staff of the 
Vth Army Corps, now seconded for service as 
Military Head of the Railway Commission 
and his lieutenants. 
The Pasha was a vigorous looking man ot 
about filty yeara, with a heavy but intelligent 


face. He spoke French well and his knowledge |. 


of the military side of Railway Engineering 
was. avidently considerable. With him were 
two very pleasant and intelligent officers, one 
a Turk, the other of Arab origin on ona side 
at least, who were to point out a vast number 
of interesting objects ta. me in the course of 
the next few hours, 

At last the baggage was

started with a terrific bump in fairly good 
hed at about 2 p.m. 
and from .10.0 a.m. bgua m. sin ee an 
through the Hauran Plain, one of the most 
fertile and interesting districts in Palestine.-

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PRI MITIVE ART IN EGYPT, 


REVIEWEDBY J.P. MAHAFFY, D.C.L. 


It wag a good idea “of Messrs. Grevel to 
prompts an English version ‘of this very at- 
tractive/book. We are not indeed ‘impressed 
with the philosophic grasp of the author in his 
power of generalisation, but rather with his 
industry\in mastering.® vast modern literature 
on prehistoric Egypt, agd in collecting speci- 
meug from many maséume for his illostrations. 
The beok is full of interesting examples of 
curious weapons, figures, \grafliti, decorations, 
showing the arts of a people that inhabited 
Egypt at least six thotsand (and probably ten 
thousand) years ago. But the reader has to 
bear the burden ot the illustrations, for they 
have caused the -book to be printed. on that 
smooth, heavy paper which makes an imperial 
svo. a load in itself. The translation. (which 
we have not compared with the original) runs 
easily, and seems very well done. 
‘The first general feature which strikes the 
student of primitive art in these ‘pages is the 
recurrence of forms and objects of decoration 
all over the world, without any possibility of 
borrowing by-onfe people from another. To 
tuke an instance. There ison page 35 a figure 
with an earting not merely attached to but 
inserted in the lobe of the ear, and M. 
Capart in a note cites authority for not dis- 
crediting thts practice on account of the sizeof 
tbe inserted object. The Western Solomon 
islanders ‘of. the present day insert cir- 
cular ornaments made of wood in the lobe. 
of the ear, and we covld show some of. 
these not less than three inches in diameter in 
a private museum. They exceed the whole ear 
in size. So also the same islanders wear bracelets 
of snvoth ivory-like shell (tridacna) just like 
those of ivory shown in this book. We may 
add that these bracelets pass for money,which 
way possibly bave been the case in Egypt also. 
For, as is well known, the art of coining or 
using weights of gold and silver for this pure 
pose did not come into Egypt for centuries or 
even milleniams later. 
‘These are but-particular instances of the great 
law that, among men of all sorts and all places, 
similar materials and similar circumstances not 
only suggest similar ideas, but similardevices for 
both practical and decorative purposes. Hence 
likeness in the work of primitive races within 
possible reach of one another does not in the 
least prove intercourse between them. The 
vagaries of prehistoric arts do not outran 
certain narrow limits. Savages who wear no 
clothes are often wont to spend so much time 
and care in dressing their hair that the special 
form of pillow ased all over the Pacific is 
_intended to keep their elaborate coiffure from 
being ruffled during sleep and requiring hours 
_-of redressing. ‘lhe elaborate headdresses, 
ringlets of false hair, and use of wigs shown in 
the book before us point to giunilar notions of 
elegance. 

Our author maintains a very modern theory 
that primitive decoration is never geometrical, 
but always the actual or conventional copying 
of some familiar living object. It would require 
far more argument than he has vouchsafed to 
persuade us that the elaborate decorating of 
Maori clubs or oars sixty years ago is anything 
else than geometrical even in idea. Surely the 
covering of a surface with symmetrical lines, 
whether parallels or spirals, is suggested so 
often by nature as not to require conscious 
imitation to produce it as ornament. But 
these things are matters of long and intricate 
argument'among archeologists. 

Par more.interesting is the evidence here 
produced of a dual culture in the t of the 
earliest historical period, when a new (Asiatic) 
race seems to have come in from South Arabia 
with notions of art not the same as those of 
the older population, and both had already | tion:

erititied “The Principles of Heredity,” in 
which the’atitHdr, Dr Reid, deals very full 
with a subject which bas only of late years’ 
assumed the importance that is now attached 
to it by the psychological student. The volame 
is mainly addressed to medical men, who have 
bad little opportunity. of studying the subject, 
there having hitherto been nd’ text book to 
assist them in a systematic investigation cf 
heredity in its bearing on disease.

“] am assured that if the Sultan fails in the 
appeal to Europe that is being formulated by 
the Cabinet, he will, as a last resort, proclaim a 
Holy War. Ewissariés will be sent into Algeria, 
J'onisia, and T'ripoli, perhaps farther Bast still, 
and pilgrims, properly. equipped, will be 
despatched to ‘sia, to raise Islam against 
France. The militant section of his advisers 
controls Abd-el-Aziz. completely to-day, and 
many ofthe great country Kaids, whose loyalty 
is often questionable,have assured him of their 
most complete sapport in the event of trouble, 
Men from very remote districts are in this city 
just now, mosques and caravanserais ‘are 
crowded, and it is said that certain of the 
strangers are reporting the Saltan’s attitude to 
the mssters. Many-of.these masters are blood. 
relatives of the Saltan himself,and in the event 
of his showing any hesitation in dealing with 
the Infidel they would assuredly proclaim a 
successor.

upeot the theory that there is never enough at 
one time in our potential enemy's ports ; other 
calls and neéds might monopolise the safe- 
guarding reserve. Nor must we accept without 
criticism the estimate of the time that the 
disembarkation would ocoupy as absolutely 
agourate. Other authorities baye calculated 
that 70,000 men could be put on shore in 
much less than forty-eight hours. Forty years 
ago & distingaished Admiral recorded his opin- 
ion that the number in question could be 
landed in a little over twelve hours. The 
figarés quoted by the Committee of National 
Defence are based, no doubt, upon the expe- 
rience gained in Easex last year with Sir John 
French’s trial invasion ; but that was not an 
entitely safe guide. The fact remains that 
while we need no longer fall into panic we
